Pauperism in Rusuls. 


Beggars will always abound in rude 


communities where to refuse alms la 
made such a grave social reproach that 
to beg comes to be fully as comfortable 
ns to work, and nearly as respectable. 
When a Russian peasant falls into tem- 
porary difficulties he puts a wallet over 
his shoulder, goes out among ,'he neigh- 
boring villages and gets it speeflfty filled 
with what is known as "morsels." He 
enters every house, but makes no formal 
request; only the mistress of tha house 
feels the meaning of the wallet and 
drops a morsel Into it silently behind his 
back; and she will do so though the 
morsel bo her last and her own husband 
be obliged to assume the beggar's wallet 
himself on the morrow. 


This touching and respectful tender- 


ness of the poor for the poor is a natural 
encouragement to tho professional beg- 
gar, and there are whole villages in Rus- 
siawhere the people, every man of them, 
in addition to their occupation as own- 
ers and cultivators of land, have for 
generations practiced beggary as their 
regular auxiliary trade. 


On a single estate in Moscow province 


there are fifty-two of these beggar Til- 
lages, containing among them as many 
as 4,348 able bodied men, possessing their 
"soul" (share) of land apiece, and these 
men, because their forefathers had their 
houses burned by the French in 1812, and 
went round collecting the means of re- 
building them, still set off every summer 
after seed time and beg their way in tens 
and twenties through tho richer districts 
of the south tilun harvest, though it ap- 
pears that the business is now very much 
less lucrative than it used to be, in con- 
sequence of tho growing impoveristaBent 
of their patrons. 


But much graver forms of pauperism 


have recently beguu to invade Russia 
than these, curious beggar artels. In pro- 
portion to population moro persons re- 
ceive public relief at present in St. Pe- 
tersburg than in any other European 
capital; Professor Janson, a Russian *ta- 
tistician of considerable authority, has 
calculated that above a fourth of the 
whole, population of tho city—229,000 out 
of 87(5,000—got relief in 1884.—National 
Review. 


Strong Men. 


Aurelian was another ruler of prodig- 


ious strength and extraordinary prowess. 
In his campaign against the Sarmatians 
ho is said to have slain forty-eight of the 
enemy iu one day binglo handed. "Wan- 
ley's Wonders" sayrf, spu-iking of Aure- 
lian: "When he was colonel of the Sixth 
legion, called 'Gallica,' at Mentz, he made 
strange havoc of Ihe Franci, who over- 
ran all the country of Gaul, for he slow 
with his own hum!:, W$of them and sold 
^00 at Porlsalu ujMU bo himself had 
taken prisoners!" 


In the first century, A. D., among 


Pompev's soldiers was a Sanniito named 
Tritanus. Tritanu.s was i\ sword fencer 
of wonderful ability, so expert in the use 
of his weapon that hndid not know what 
it was to l)o vanquished. The muscles 
and sinews on his arms and breast were 
piled up four or live inches ill thickness, 
and, wrhat was most remarkable, they 
ran both longitudinally and spirally. 


A son of Tntanus was even moro wide- 


ly renowned for hi.s great bodily strength 
than his father. A giant champion of 
Mithridates, whom Pompey's army had 
deposed as king of Pontus, sent a chal- 
lenge to Pompey that he could vanquish 
any two men in his army. Pompoy sent 
Tritanus, Jr., to answer the challenge, 
Tritanus would not strike- tho braggart 
with his clenched fist, but felled him 
with a blow of his open hand. Then 
catching Hie fallen giant with a single 
iingcr under the belt, he carried him a 
distance of five miles a prisoner to the 
camp of Pompoy.—John W. Wright in 
St. Louis Republic. 


Sound at Long Distance. 


The distance at which the ear can dis- 


tinguish sound depends both upon the 
intensity of tho sound, the medium 
through which it is transmitted and 
other causes, including tho state of the 
atmosphere. In tho Polar regions Sit 
Jol-u Franklin said lie conversed with 
ease at a distance of moro than a mile. 
Sound has greater force in water. Col- 
ladou, by experiments made iu the Lake 
of Geneva, estimated that a bell sub- 
merged in the sea might be heard at a 
distance of mure than 00 miles. 
Frank- 


lin asserts that he heard the striking 
together of two stones in the water half 
a mile. away. The report of cannon 
travels very far, because it communi- 
cates :i vibration to tho soil. The can- 
nonade of Florences was heard beyond 
Leghorn, alxnit 50 miles oil, and that 
of Genoa, 100 miles off. In 17G2 the 
cannon of Mayenco was heard at Tin- 
beck, a village 148 miles off. When the 
English landed in Egjpt on one of their 
expeditions the firing waa distinctly 
heard 130 miles off. 
In 1809 the boom- 


ing of tho cannon iu Heligoland reached 
Hanover, a distance of 157 miles. 
But 


the greatest distance at which artificial- 
ly produced sounds are known to have 
been heard \\ as on Dec. 4, 1832, when 
tho "amion at Antwerp were heard in 
the Erzgebirgo mountains, 870 rnilea 
distant. Tho noise produced by an in- 
tense eruption of Mount Cotopaxi, in 
South America, in 17-14, was heard at a 
distance of COO miles.—Brooklyn Eagle,

ROSA BONHEUR. 


Tha Great Painter at Home—Anecdotoi 


Which Sh« Relate) About Henelf. 


For years Eosa Bonheur has lived 


apart from the artistic world of Paris, 
and many people believe that her life 
work was finished long ago and that 
now in some quiet cemeter; the great 
artist sleeps after her labors. But Eosa 
Bonheur is perfectly well, and for hours 
each day she paints and sketches. Some 
of her canvases go to England, some to 
America and some are kept in France, 
but she detests publicity and exhibits 
her work no longer. In a w6rd, tho 
great artist prefers quiet, and the mere 
idea of seeing her name in print worries 
her. 


Some time ago I had the pleasure of 


meeting her at By, and she told me 
many interesting stories about herself 
and her works. Eosa Bonheur believes 
that "Plowing in the Nivernais" and the 
"Horse Fair" are her best, her greatest 
works. 


"The first,"said she,"I finished in 1844, 


when only 22 years old, and today even 
I am proud of that picture. To my fa- 
ther I owe my talent) he was my only 
professor, my only guide, and I now fol- 
low the advice he gave mo forty years 
ago. We are a family of artists, and all 
my sisters and brothers have been paint- 
ers or sculptors. My youth was spent 
with my brother Augusto, and in his 
company my days were passed in the 
fields representing nature. I was obliged 
to dress as a man; do not think my male 
garb is tho result of eccentricity or orig- 
inality. On the contrary, only in man's 
dress could I cross mountains and val- 
leys, study in slaughter houses and sta- 
bles, and talk with people- whose lan- 
guage was not of the most refined na- 
ture. I began to exhibit in the Salon at 
> very early age. 
At 10 I had two pic- 


tures of rabbits and goats, and until tho 
war of 1870 I sent pictures every year." 


Mile. Bonheur told me a p»ost interest- 


ing story of her protection when tho 
Prussians occupied Fontainebleau. 
was too busy to leave my home, because I 
was painting 'The Stag in the Forest,' 
and my model lived in a corner of this 
park, Tlie kronprinz gave orders for my 
protection, and after tho truce he camo 
\\ ith his staff and asked that I receive 
him. My servant replied: 'Franco ia too 
unfortunate; Mile. Bonheur cannot re- 
ceive German officers.' The prince ex- 
cused me, but said ho would like to see 
the pictures. My servant was instructed 
to say: 'Mile. Bonheur's pictures have not 
yet been seen by her own countrymen.' 
At last, finding that the prince would see 
something, tho servant led him to the 
park and showed him my animals, among 
them the beautiful stag, that ho praised 
and caressed." 


I was very anxious to know tho truth 


of tho story that Courbet placed himself 
at the head of those who destroyed the 
Column Vendome becauseof his jealousy 
in regard to Rosa Bonheur. 


"Courbet hated not only the empire 


but the empress, and he never forgave 
the empress her love for my pictures. 
Her admiration for my work was undis- 
guised, and by a comparison made with 
Courbet's pictures—a comparison not at 
all flattering to him—she gained his 
hatred. 


"I know that some have gone so far as 


to say that for this Courbet determined 
to destroy the Column Vendome, but I 
think this is exaggerated." 


It is said at By that Rosa Bonheur lives 


surrounded by ferocious beasts, and it is 
true she has three bears, two lion's whelps 
and a "wild horse of the prairies," the 
latter the gift of Mark Dunham, tho well 
known importer of Percheron horses. 
The lions will betaken to the Jardin des 
Plantes, but the bears may remain at 
By, as they are the gift of the Grand 
Duke Nicholas Michaelowitch. 
At a 


dinner party artist and prince ate a "phil- 
opena." Nicholas lost, and asked Rosa 
Bonheur what punishment she would in- 
flict upon him. 
"Give mo a pretty little 


animal trained to pose as a model," was 
the reply. The lius^ian did not forget, 
but instead of "a pretty little animal" 
sent threo enormous white bears, trained 
to appreciate art and willing to be dis- 
ciples of a great artist. 


Every winter Rosa Bonheur spends a 


few weeks at Nice, where she owns a 
villa. She is very found of Nice, because 
Ernest Gambard, Spanish consul in tho 
city, has a picture gallery containing at 
least a dozen of her bust works, and she 
has great pleasure in going to see them. 
—Paris Letter. 


French Speaking New Yorkers. 


The manager of a French circulating 


library in South Fifth avenue estimates 
the number of New Yorkers who read 
French at 500,000. This, of course, is an 
exaggeration, but the number must be 
very Urge. The French colony numbers 
SO,000; half tho Germans in town sjwak 
or read French; many of the Italians, 
Spaniards and Cubans do the same; most 
fashionable young women and hundreds 
of rich young men have learned the lan- 
guage with moro or less fullness, and 
every newspaper office in town has prob- 
ably half a dozen men who can read 
French. It ia with French literature as 
with English; the older classics are little 
read, and even the best novelists, save 
those living and now at the height of 
their fame, are neglected. The South 
Fifth Avenue library, though in the 
heart of the French quarter, ia chiefly 
patronized by English speaking persons.

FINDING SEAL ISLANDS." 


ROMANCE 
OF THE 
SEARCH 
FOR 


THEIR UNKNOWN LOCATION. 


Discovered Only 100 Yean Ago by • Sail- 


orman Who Got His Tip from a Katlre 
tagenif and Persistently Followed It Cp, 
with Great Beau Its. 


It is now barely 100 years since the 


Seal Islands were discovered by man—at 
least by civilized man, with a knowledge 
of the longing of civilized woman for 
sealskin sncques. For 100 years Russian 
keels by the score had been cleaving the 
waters of Behring sea and the North Pa- 
cific in the search for fur bearing ani- 
mals. Karntchatka was discovered and 
populated. Tho Aleutian Islands wore 
overrun and punctuated with the trading 
stations of Russian companies. Alaska 
was added to Russian possessions and a 
government established there. The sea 
otter, at first numerous, was almost 
driven from its haunts. Twenty-livo or 
thirty different companies, with hun- 
dreds of vessels employing thousands of 
men, were engaged in the business that 
the almost extinction of the otter and in- 
creasing scarcity of other fur bearing 
animals threatened to destroy. 


Meantime every year, at certain sea- 


sons, the Aleutian passes and channels 
were seen to swarm with fur seals, pass- 
ing north in the spring and south in the 
fall. No seal was over known to stop 
for BO long as an hour on any part of the 
known Alaskan land. The natives pro- 
fessed absolute ignorance .as to where 
the seals went ashore to breed. It was 
wnio land in tlio north, they said, but 
nines the times of the earliest traditions 
among them.no Aleut had run the prow 
of his skin canoe upon the beach of that 
mysterious land, or set foot upon its soil 
In the south, too, said the natives, there 
was somewhere another land where the 
seals stayed during the winter. So north 
and south, as the sea otters grew more 
and more scarce, sailed every year more 
and moro Russian vessels in search of 
the mysterious !iomo of tho seal. 
But 


for many years t to vessels came back to 
port as empty us when they went away. 
and no man saw the land where wealth 
lay in droves, \\ dNhg to bo killed and 
skinned. 


PRIBYLOV'S SEARCH. 


One day old Oerassim Pribylov, a mate 


serving at that time under one of the 
Russian companies, heard from a gnij 
haired Aleut at Oonalaska, a legend of 
the natives that concerned certain islands 
said to exist in Behring sea. Like tho 
superstitious sailormon that he was, old 
Pribjlov took stock in the ancient native 
legend, and next spring, in the little sloop 
St. George, Jiesailed fromOonal.iskainto 
the foggy northern sra. Seals swarmed 
about him as ho went northward, but 
gradually they disappeared, and all sum- 
mer he sailed about over the cold waito 
of waters witfi never a seal in sight, let 
alone an ibland. In the fall when he 
sailed back to Oonalaska, seals by the 
hundred thousand frolicked under his 
vessel's keel,keeping him company south- 
ward. Tiiere was grit in tho old man, 
and next spring ho went north with the 
seals again, lost sight of them as before, 
sailed clear to the northern straits, and 
in tho fall went back ngo'ii with tho 
frolicking seals, to be laughed at or sym- 
pathized with by hundreds of others who 
were just sailing away to search for the 
seal land of the south. 


Pribylov stuck to his idea with true Rus- 


sian stubbornness, however, and in tho 
spring of 1786, for tho third consecutive 
year, lie staked his season's work on Hie 
old nathe's legend and sailed out of 
Oonalaska to follow the beal to their mys- 
terious breedingground. Fogs besethirn 
for weeks at a time, and ho had made 
slow progress, when one day in July, 
through the dense vapor, ho heard a 
vague roaring and rumbling sound, a 
souud for which tho ears of every sailor 
in thoso seas had been alert for many a 
year. Guided by the roaring, which he 
knew for that of a /seal rookery, he pres- 
ently saw a dark rocky mam arising out 
of theocoan and found himself plump up 
against an island of considerable size, 
along the shores of which in every direc- 
tion he saw a million seals lying as close- 
ly together as sardines inn box. IIu filled 
his ship with skins and sailed back to 
Oonalaska, and, leaving a few men to 
guard the secret of his island of which ho 
had taken possession in tho iiamo of Rus- 
sia, and which he had called St. George, 
after his vessel, he went on to the near- 
est Russian port to sell his cargo and fit 
out anew. 


SUCCESS AT LAST. 


His secret was too great to keep, how- 


ever, and when, in 1787, ho again reach- 
ed Oonalaska, his men had all disap 
peared and a dozen vessels hovered 
about waiting to set their sails after his 
when he started north. With him to sail 
ahead it was easy to find tho island, the 
location of which thus became common 
property. 
That same Bummer some of 


Pribylov's men discovered St. Paul's isl- 
and, seeing its peaks by chance on a 
bright day. The islands were named }>y 
Pribylov after Mr. Sulov, who was part 
owner and chief officer of the St. George, 
but the authorities changed this and 
gave Pribylov his merited fame by nam- 
ing the islands after him. They are 200 
miles from anywhere, Ooualaska, tho 
mainland, and St. Matthew island being 
about that distance from them on the 
south, east and north respectively. They 
seem to be situated just where tho warm 
Pacific currents meet the currents from 
the Arctic ocean, and the result is contin- 
uous dense fogs in tho summer and an 
endless storm of driving snow and fine 
Ice all winter. It is almost impossible 
to leave tho house from December until 
April every year. It is tho constant sum- 
mer fog that has drawn to the islands 
ever year for centuries if not for ages 
the millions of seal that inhabit for the 
rest of the year tho warmer waters of 
the Central Pacific.—New York Sun.

A struggle easued in 


which she was roughly handled. 
After 


losing consciousness she was dragged to 
a cornfield near by and feloniously out • 
raged. A large quantity of rarbr lie acid 
was then poured down her throat and tho 
victim left for dead. She was not dis- 
covered until late this afternoon, when it 
was too late to save her life. A large 
posse of citizens started in pursuit of the 
fiend, but have not captured him as yet.

HE WAS DRUNK. 


The Investigation Into the Wash- 


ington Heights Accident. 


Confession of the Fireman, Damaging 


Alike to the Engineer and 


Himself. 


CHICAGO, Sept 21.—The coroner's jury 


investigating the Washington Heights 
accident, completed their work yestor- 
day by holding Twombly, the engineer, 
and Lecloohe, the fireman of tho freight 
engine, responsible for tho accident. 
The crowning feature of the investiga- 
tion was tho confession of Firnma-i Lo- 
o.loohe, made after 
tho verdict was 


brought in, and in which ho admitted 
that his testimony was fulie and that 
Twombley was drunk the night of tho ac- 
cident. 


Division Superintendent C hamborlairi 


testified that he had nothing to do with 
discharging or employing engineers. Ho 
could only recommend. Ho had taken 
Twombly off his engine at least throo 
times for being drunk. The last time 
was about a year ago, 
after 
which 


Twombly was diQchargsd. Ho was re- 
ompioyed by his father, the master me- 
chanic. 
Ko far as he knew Twmnbly was 


tho only engineer discharged for drunk - 
onuess who was reinstated. 
Ho did not 


know why the exception was made in 
Tworably's case. Hn said ho blamed tho 
engineer aud conductor of tho freight 
train. The former should not have per- 
mitted tho train to gpt ahead of time, 
and tho latter ought to Imvo seer, tho 
semaphore. 


Leclocho broke down completely, and 


crlod like a child when ho confessed I hat 
he had perjured himself. He Intimated 
that compulsion from high railroad offi- 
cials, who wanted to shield Twombly, had 
prompted him to lio. His situation is a 
pitiful one. In view of his coufosMoi 
and his testimony he will probably g 
before the jirand jury. H'J can scarcely 
escape an indictment for penury com- 
mitted at tho inquest, and If he escapes a 
term of imprisonment he will be without 
employment or much hope of It.

THE SNELL MURDER. 


Light Thrown Upon lh« 


Mysterious Murder of the 


Millionaire. 


Taseott, the Fugitive, Shown to 


.Vot Directly Implicated in 


the Crime, 


But His Previous Association with Eril 


Companions Made It Unsafe for 


Him to Remain. 


CHICAGO, Sept. TO.—The Tribune says It 


is at last able to throw new nml positive 
light on 
tho myst=ry of 
Millionaire 


Hnell'-; murder. It has discovered thai 
thrPB mi'U took part in the crime. Oa< 
stout! eunnl outside tlio house; two went 
in, criii-kod HIP safe in the basement nml 
together shot Mr. Snell. One of tbese 
two was .I-un»s (rilian, « noted thiaf and 
ex-ronvict. It has boon ascertained tkat 
Gillan made a full confession of the 
crime to Father Sullivan, of St. Jarlath's 
Church, the niifht before Ms dnfitli, six 
months ago, at the County 
Hospital 


More important still, a statement made 
by (Milan, the murderer, the raorniiiE! 
after the murder to an old and reputable 
lawyer whose services he wished to re- 
tain in case of his arreat, has boon ob- 
tained in the lawyer's writing. A niasf 
of collateral details, though not needed 
tu verify the fact of Gillan's guilt, whioh 
is established by the confession and 
statement, has been collected with aviow 
to the detection of his accomplices. 
If 


the result of these discoveries does not 
show tho Tasoott of tho Snell case and 
Gillan were the same person, it will 
show that Taseott was merely a cats- 
paw used by Gillan for tha purchase of 
tools and the secretion and disposition of 
stolen property, and that others, hither- 
to ns free from suspicion as Gillan, were 
tbe latter's partners In the murder. 


Oillnn, in hia statement to his lawyer, 


described tho shooting of Saell as fol- 
lows: "Just as I jzot thn parlor door 
open I looked up and there stood tho old 
man at the lioad of tho stairs. He saw 
me and swore at -me. I lost no tima In 
getting inside of Hie parlor, and was 
about to try to open the connecting 
doors, when a shot was firod from the 
hall or stairway. This rattled me n lit- 
tle, and not daring to make a noise by 
forcing Hie doors, I went back to the 
door I had come in by from the hall. 
When Rncll saw me tho second time at 
tho parlor door ho again began his loud 
talk, saying ho had mo in a hole and ho 
would catch me and break ovory bone in 
my body. 
Just then my companion 


showed at the rear of tho hall and head 
of thn basoment stairs. The old man 
hiul been trying to fire bis revolver at 
me, but could not make it go off for some 
reason. Ho now turned to tho man at 
tho bead of the stairs. I thought to take 
advantage of this diversion and step past 
finoll through the hnll, but could not. AI 
this timo ho succeeded in again firing his 
revolver, nnd toward me. 
I had not 


shown mine, but finding his working 
again, ami fearing my lift-, I shot without 
sighti-isc or taking other aim than by 
holding the pistol toward him. Almost 
at tho same Instant I saw his flash my 
companion fired, and it was evident that 
Bnell was badly wounded by one or both 
of ns, for he staggered and in a short 
timo fell dead in the hall." 


As to Tasoott's part in tho tragedy, 


the Tribune says thero are cxcelent 
reasons for believing that Gillan's state- 
ment exonerating him from direct coni' 
plicity may be correct. It is known from 
Oillan's former associates at Kolleher's 
that ho hint boen in tho habit of using 
Taseott, who was not under the suspicion 
of tho police, as au agont botwcju him- 
self and tho purchasers of his stolon 
goods. It is the opinion of those who 
know Oillaii bent, that he, boing aware1 
that Taseott bad left tho city about the 
time of tho murder, put tho papers from 
tho Snoll safe in Tascott's stove, whioh 
was found thero sixteen days later. 
Thero wore special reasons why sus- 
picion once director! toward^. Tasoott 
would take root, and they wore unknown 
to Oillau. Thoy related to the fact that 
Ta-irott was acquainted with tho family. 


In this connection it i" said, on tho nil- 


fhority of Tascott's brother, that Tas- 
eott, on hearing while in Madison, Wis., 
tint ho was charged with tho mnrdor, 
camo to Chicago on funds supplied by the 
brother to declare his innocence and 
stand trial. 
Ho consulted a La Ralle 


street attorney. 
The attorney investi- 


gated the circumstantial evidence which 
had boon horaldodas sufficient to convict 
him, 
aud advised him to stand trial. 


Taseott learned, however, of tho discov- 
ery of a lot of stolon property in his 
closot, which ho had been secreting for 
Gillan. 
H»3 learned that this property, 


consisting of fine guitars, mandolins 
and silverware, bad boon identified by 
various 
Wost-sldo 
residents, 
whose 


houses (Milan had pillaged. 
Ho realized 


that If tie escaped on tho charge of mur- 
der h* 
1 would be convicted fur receiving 


.stolon goods, if not for robbery. 
Ho de- 


termined to leave Chicago, and did so. 


A Huffe Hoax.
